Lord Beaconsfield

attention, in Monday's Times, to a passage in Josephus (Antiquities Bk. xvi, 3), 


wherein the destruction of this very Temple, by the orders of Tiberius, 1s_ 


chronicled. . “Thus,” writes Mr. Page, “the demolition of the Temple is 
accounted for, and the truthfulness of the Jewish historian 1s corroborated by 
‘stones crying out.” | | 


Our correspondent }oy is somewhat difficult to please. He writes ostensibly 


against the opinion expressed in our “ Note” with regard to a passage in Deu- 
teronomy, and then proceeds to support our statements by an examination of the 
references we gaye. Our correspondent’s mistake 1s wholly due to an oversight 
which a little less haste might have obviated. It was not ‘ shaving ” in general 
that our Note alluded to ; it was the “ shaving” inentioned in Deut. xiv. 1.) The 
qualification consists of only one little word, but it is an nnportant little word. 
We asserted that the shaving resulting in “ baldness between the eyes” was 
prohibited only in cases of mourning for the dead ; and this we proved by several 
quotations to which we may now add Amos vil. 10.) Dy demonstrates that our 
view cannot be accepted by citing a Taw against “rounding the corners of the 
head and beard.” Rashi’s opinion is, as we have said, certainly untenable. It is 
based on the supposition that the enactment now under discussion was due to an 
intention to prevent the mutilation of the countenance, such mutilation being 
unbecoming to “children of the Lord.” Why, then, should such an: enactment 
be restricted to occasions of funcrals only Nachmanides distinctly rejects 
Rashis explanation on this very ground.

Sirn,—I have heard expressions of surprise at the tenour of my last week's letter, 


and heard the question raised as to the possibility of realizing a profit out of an 
Industrial Institution, when so many endeavours have been made to foumd one with- 


out a profit, which have failed?) Nay, more, when there are so many among us 
prepared with their means /iheral/y to support such an institution? My answer is, 


“they would have succeeded if they had been prepared equally liberal to uphold it 


with their time, energy, and influence.” Are there not many, very many, among us, 
both gentlemen and ladies (and it is a ladies’ question, the work being mainly for their 


sex) who have that time at command which, with judgment and influence, would. 


effect all that is required. 


With such aid I guarantee that no subscriptions would be necessary. whilst it. 


would tend to promote industry and self-reliance, as well as self-dependence among 
our poor—more elevating and ennobling than anything clse we could do for them, 
I have often witnessed the painful and depressing consequences to parents and their 


‘children when they are first driven to accept alms, An Industrial Society would 


destroy all its humiliation.

time, attention, and inflrenece: as well as some little expenditure of our private 
incans, Are sueh results not possible in Mngland ? It is because it can be more easily 
accomplished at home that [ am induced to address you, with the hope that the 
subject will be fully ventilated and discussed through your columns by others, If 
so, and desirable, Iam in a position to enter more into details in regard to the prac- 
tical carrying out of the suggestions emanating from the Rev. Morris Joseph.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Mr, Henry Blau. FS. Se., said nothing new on the subject in the letter 
you published last week, for I recollect reading all he brings forward, 
in Mr. W. Eassie’s pamphlet: Cremation of the Dead,” published in 1575, 
Theretore I must direct my criticism against Mr. Eassie, who (p. 6), quotes Frazer : 
“ The Rabbis admit that firea were kept burning in the valley of Tephet to consume 
the dead,” | 

Can any of your readers point out an authority for this statement? I myself 
have failed to find the authority, but have, I think, discovered the origin of the mi:- 
take. Professor P. Frazer, in 1871, in his article: “The Merits of Cremation,’ 
in the ** Penn Monthly ” of Philadelphia, says: “Some have thought that the refer- 
ence In Tsaiah (Xxx. 93) was to a large pyre kept alight to consume the dead bodies 


of the deceased.” IT do not see it. Professor Frazer himself being attacked 


on this subject, confessed in a note, that not being well versed in Hebrew Literature 
he may have been incorrect, Mr, Eassie follows Professor Frazer’s mistake, and Mr.

JEWISH COLONY AT LATAKIA AND AT CYPRUS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sirn,—Allow me to correct some inaccuracies in the notices of the Latakia and 
Cyprus Colony which appeared in your interesting paper of the 7th and Lith. 
Some of the persons who were rent to Latakia last year have proved themselves 
undesirable characters, It was not possible to settle them with their brethren in 


Cyprus ; or to leave them in Latakia. Means have therefore been given to them for 


going elsewhere, | 

The main body of our Colonists have now been placed in Cyprus—not because 
Latakia was in any way unsuitable—but because for the first time in history Turkish 
authorities have declared immigration of Jewish settlers to be unwelcome in the 
Land of Promise, The tract assigned to our Colony in Cyprus by II.M. Government 
is about three square miles in extent—it is good and in a most healthy situation in 


the hills, The Committee are providing funds for the settlement of the colonists, for — 


cultivation, Sinking of wells and building of dwellings ; clothing, food, lodging and 
medical attendance have been amply provided for the whole company throughout the 
past year, 


The Cyprus Herald contains an account of our colony from a correspondent un- 
known to us, which I append. | 


“We understand that the Jewish colony which has recently sought a home in 
Cyprus will shortly remove from Limassol and will betake themselves to agricultural 
pursuits, The Government has decided to allot them a certain amount of land at 
Konklia near Papleo, Each family of five persons will be allotted a space of 25 acres 
by the Government, and they will furthermore be furnished by the Committee at 
home with sufficient funds to provide themselves with tools, donkeys, and other 
necessaries for an agricultural career. They will not be required to pay any taxes 
ull after the financial year ending 3lst March, 1884, after which they will be liable 


to pay all dues and taxes the same as the natives of the Island. We must ‘gay we 


think that these people have been treated with a liberality and generosity which no 
one could have any right to expect whatever the sufferings or hardships he may have 
gone through. We hope that in this case the people who have been the recipients of 
this lavish and unstinted bounty will show their appreciation of it by a firm deter-

the 20th August, these unhappy beings were cooped up in the fearful summer heats of 
these climates, in a small sailing vessel, destitute of supplies and surrounded by inhos- 
pitable shores, upon which they were not allowed to put the soles of their feet. The 
English Vice-Consul seems to have exerted himself to the utmost in the cause of 
humanity to induce the Mutasserif to take compassion upon them and assign them: 
some spot, if necessary far from the town, where they might seek a refuge, but he was 
inexorable, and according to the last accounts the vessel was still at anchor crowded 
with Jews which she was unable to land anywhere, The sufferings which the Jews

The condition of the Samarin colonists has become so pitiable that I cannot 
longer delay bringing it to your notice, in the hope that an urgent appeal for assist- 
ance may induce a subscription to be made in England by their coreligionists, which — 
may relieve their immediate distress. It must be premised that they have been 
reluced to this condition not by any reluctance on their part to labour as agricul-— 
tnrists, for they have shown both industry and perseverance in their efforts to 
establish themselves as farmers, but in consequence of mismanagement and inca- 
pacity on the part of the direction, and a reckless squandering of funds by those 
entrusted with them, to say nothing of the difficulties they had to contend with on 
the part of the Turkish Government, and the fact that at least twice as many fami- 
lies were originally placed upon the land as it was, under the most favourable 
circumstances, capable of sustaining. The result is, that their resources have now 
entirely come to an-end. About 200,000 francs subscribed by these poor people 
themselves, or collected in Roumania, have been spent, and there is nothing more 
forthcoming. The hottest and the most trving season of the year has overtaken | 
them, They are unprovided with houses or any proper protection against the heats 
of summer. fever has broken out amongst them, and they have already had upwards of 
twenty deaths, while the impossibility of providing the sick with proper nourish- 
ment or medical attendance, and the absolute want of food has compelled them to 
leave the colony and return to Haifa, where they are protracting their misery by 
disposing of their personal effects. It is lamentable to see these men in the streets 
ofering revolvers, watches, suits of clothes, and even women’s dresses, to provide 
themselves with money to procure bread for their wives and little ones. So far I 
have only been able to assist them with about £30, which does not go far with 330 
aos, There are now only five or six families in Samarin gathering the crops, which 
will provide flour for the community for about eight weeks, at the expiration of 
which time, unless assistance comes from some quarter, there seems no prospect but 
starvation before them. | 

I have refrained as long as possible from fully entering upon the state of affairs 
of this colony.as I was in hopes that funds would have been forthcoming from some 
source. and that T should have been spared the painful necessity of making this 
appeal, which will tend so much to discourage colonization in future. That it should 
have this effect in the immediate present. is not so much to be regretted, as, so long 
as the Turkish Government manifests the determined hostility which it persists in 
doing to enterprises of this nature, Jews, unless they are sure of protection from a 
foreign Government, are unwise in attempting to form colonies in this country. 
From what I have seen of Jews as agriculturists, and of the local agricultural con- 
ditions, Tam more convinced than ever that such colonies, under proper management. | 
would sueceed : but those undertaking thenr must be prepared to force the Turkish 
Government to comply with treaty engagements. In spite of the answer given by 
Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice to Serjeant Simon last session, no change for the better 

has taken place in the attitude of the Government, but very much for the avorse, 
The last steamer which touched here brought a number of Austrian Jews with Aus-4 
trian passports, properly riséd by the Turkish Consul at Vienna, On approaching the 
pier they were observed by the Caimakam, who compelled the boat to anchor off it, 
and refused permission tothe Jews to land, An altercation took place, the boatmen 
were compelled to return to the ship, and to revenge themselves upon the Jews, as. 
they approached it, commenced to beat them violently with sticks. The captain of the 
steamer secing this boarded the boat, and compelled the boatmen to return to the 
shore. Again the authorities waved them off, and the captain refused to receive | 
them on board unless their passages.were paid on to Beyrout. The Caimakam refused. 
to allow them to land; meantime the boat tossed about, the women screamed, and 
the confusion was indescribable, Finally, the Caimakam agreed to pay their passa- 
ges to Beyrout, their tickets were actually taken by the police here, and the people 
taken on under protest. by the captain, who has brought the matter to the notice of 
the Austrian Consul-General at Beyrout,and it is understood that it will not be 
allowed to rest here. As the shipcame froma European port and landed other 
passengers, there can be no excuse offered on the score that there was any fear of 
cholera. I mention this as an illustration of the temper of the Turkish Government.

We can now assure the community at large th 
this colony is a decided success, and that the offerings of our brotherly loye

were 
these strong and energetic farmers the broken down and despondent men of Ward's 
Island as you would recognise in the now cultivated grounds the wilderness which 
less than two years ago, reigned supreme on the spot of their present dwellings 
We went from hut to hut, from field to field, and were amazed by the amount of 
work accomplished in comparatively so short a time, by men so little experienced jy 
this kind of labour ,and under so many disadvantages. Most of the landis cleared - 


from the woods, the ground is tilled and planted, and scanty as the first crop is as 


yet, these settlers see in it the evident blessing of the Lord which rests on the work 

of their hands. With deep satisfaction they tell you the story of their toils: with 

pride and joy they show you the results thereof; with unspeakable love they are 
already attached to the soil which they have irrigated with the sweat of their brows. 

and with deep gratitude they remember their kind brethren. who have afforded 

them an opportunity to build up a home in this free’country after their homes had 

been destroyed in the land of slavery. The avenues oftheir colony bear the names 

of their benefactors, and the endeavour of these Jewish farmers is to confer honour 

on their Jewish brethren here by making this colony respected by their neigh. 

bours. Utter poverty reigns as yet in the wooden farmhouses, but neatness and 

cleanliness mitigate its dreariness, and the mistress of the house watches you to see 
whether you bestow a glance on the small luxuries with which she has adorned 
her home, All are filled with the best prospects for the future, and they feel happy 

that their children will grow up in the blessed land of freedom. 

In one of the fields I noticed the stump of a mighty tree reaching considerably

THE JEWISH COLONIES IN PALESTINE, 


Waar we have all along predicted has come to pass. Many months. ago we 
pointed out that unless the Jews of Western Kiurope aided the Jewish 
colonies that were being formed in Palestine, the latter would inevitably 


come to grief owing to want of organisation and moral impetus on the part. 


of Jews in better positions in the West of Europe. This week we have to 
record the collapse of the colony of Roumanian Jews at Samarin, the one 
which commenced with the greatest promise of all. Help will now have to 
be given by those whose aid might have prevented any need for help, if it 
had been given earlier. 

The causes of this collapse may be gathered from the letter of our 
Haifa correspondent given in another column. Dr. Jouxsox was once 
asked by a lady why he had defined fetlock as “a bony protuberance in the 
neighbourheod of a horse’s knee.” Tis reply was simple and conclusive : 
given by the colonists of Samarin and Rosh Pina to an inquiry as to why 
they have failed. They were ignorant of agriculture to start with ; they 
were unacquainted with the mode of life required in such a climate as that 
of Palestine. They seemed to have known nothing of the difficulties that 
would be thrown in their way by the Turkish officials, and finally, they 
seemed ignorant of the amount of capital required to work the land pro- 
perly, and the amount of land needed to support their numbers. | 

This ignorance, though fatal, was nothing very culpable, and, as we 
contend, might have been removed if Western Jews had assisted in the 
organisation of these colonies, As it is, these poor people have spent 
£8,000 of their own money quite unprofitably, and have become completely 
demoralised for the want of a little organisation at the start. Their very 
ignorance of an agricultural life gives no small testimony to the. thorough- 
ness of the attempt they have made to become farmers ; for over a year 
they have toiled with their hands, and worked early and late literally to gam 
their bread, And now, just as they were about to reap the harvest, they 
are obliged to seek refuge from absolute starvation in the port of Haifa. 


“Tonorance, Madam, ignorance.” Very much the same answer might be- 


We cannot absolve Western Jews from all responsibility for this 


deplorable state of things. From the beginning the colonists appealed to_ 
Europe in these columns and elsewhere for assistance and sympathy. They | 


received neither, and yet it is hard to imagine a case more worthy of both 
than theirs, In their native country they were taunted with not working 
with their hands, and asked why they would not go back to the land of their 


fathers, They took the scoffers at their word, and have striven hard to 
Show that Jews are willing to earn their bread by the sweat of their brow. 
— They made the first independent attempt to prove that Jews can earn their 
| living in Palestine without resorting to the Haluka. For all this they surely — 
__ deserved sympathy ; and it would haye been politic to have recognised that 
the movement was irresistible, and should have been guided into beneficial — 
channels, 


We cannot comprehend the policy, or want of policy, which seems to 
have guided the Alliance Israélite in dealing with this matter. If this were

THE LATE MR. ELIAS DAVIS. 


The death is announced of Mr. Blias Davis, who died on Saturday last at — 


Eastbourne, in his 74th year. Ie was one of the original founders of the Jewish 
and General Literary Institution, Leadenhall Street, better known as “Sussex 
Hall,” and was the first Vice-President of that institution. His views in early 
life were much in advance of his age, and very many of the social and political 
changes that for years we have looked upon as matters of course were advo- 


cated by him at a period when they were regarded as revolutionary. A few years’ 


o he was a frequent correspondent to the Jewish Chronicle, chiefly as an 
advocate of extreme Reform views. letters hada characteristic style, and by 
the angularity of his manner of writing and speaking he displaved his indepen- 
dence of the current opinions of the day. lis inclination was bent towards Art 
and Literature, and many years ago he composed several songs and dramas,.and 
was always regarded by his friends as an excellent art critic. He was the 
second Jewish meimber elected to the Corporation of the City of London, and 
represented the Ward of Portsoken for many years ; but having removed his 


place of business to another part of the City, he was subsequently elected as 
-amember of the Common Council for the Ward of Cheap, which he represented 


for nine years, and was, on his resignation, presented with a testimonial in reeog- 
nition of his services. . 

The deceased gentleman's charity was liberal, but) he  evineed 
desire to see the publication of his donations, which were entirely. 
unsectarian ; and he was especially desirous of assisting the unfortunate and 


respectable, as well as of succouring those whose reformation and protection 


would PIVeE them.a chance of future suecess in life. Although outwardly most 
reserved he had a warin, sympathetic nature and was opposed to any kind of 
ostentation. He took a leading part in endeavouring to obtain, at the time of its 
establishment, the recognition of the ‘“ Reform” congregation by the Board of. 
Deputies. Ife presented himself as a representative to the Boar 4, but his being a 
member of the then Burton Street Congregation was held to be a bar to his 
admission. Some years ago his health became very precarious and he was com- 
pelled'to withdraw from his publie and business duties. 

Ife leaves four sons and one daughter (married to Mr. Julius Zossenheim, of 
Leeds), Last year with his wife and family he celebrated his golden wedding, . 
and the fifty-first anniversary of is marriage had passed only three days when 
he died at Eastbourne, where he was sojourning with his daughter and her

DEATIET OF TWO JEWISH VETERANS. 


On the 50th ult, there died at Newark, New Jersey, Wolf Meyer, azed 106, a 
veteran of the wars of NapolenI, Mr. Meyer was a native of Western Germany, 
and went to America with his relatives about twenty-five years ago, He leaves 
seven children, fifty three grandchildren, and thirty-two great-ygrandchildren. Ho 
was twice married, and his second wife died two yearsagoat theageof “t. His 
eldest son by his first marriage. who is nearly 80 years old, lives in Newark, where 
most of his descendants dwell and are in comfortable circumstanca3. In early life 
Mr. Meyer learned the trade of tailoring. His favourite theme was the stirring 
Bcenes witnessed by him when a soldier in Napoleon’s armies. He participated in 
many of the campaigns of the Emperor, and had a vivid recollection of what he had 
seen, with a good faculty of description, All his life he was an excessive smoker. 
Mr. Meyer was a man of large frame standing over six feet. His elde:t son's 
height is six feet fourinches. Hedied somewhat suddenly within fifteen minutes 
of feeling ill, whilst smoking a cigar in front of his son’s house, He was never 
yale eg bass and appeared to enjoy good physical health up to the time of his 

sath: 

News has also reached us of the death of another Jewish veteran and centen- 
arian. Aaron Goldstein, the oldest resident of Paterson, N.J., died Wednesday 
morning, ‘August 20th, in his 105th year. He was a devout Jew, pious and 
charitable. The record of his birth is well authenticated. When not serving as a 
soldier, he worked at his trade as a tinsmith, until he went to America about 25- 
years ago. Hewas born in West Prussia. Being very well off, he lived a retired 
life in the United States. He was married when he was 24 years old, but no child- 
ren were born during the first ten years of his wedded life: His eldest child a 
daughter, is now 70 yeara old, and a resident of New York. There are six living 
children altogether, the fruit of three marriages, His last wife died about 15 
years ago, and although he was over 90 he frequently seriously considered the pro- 
priety of marrying again. ‘Twoother daughters live in Paterson, another in San 
Francisco, a eon in New York, and another in Berlin, His younvest child is 
38 years old) Several children have died. There are thirty-three grand-. 
children and. thirty-one great-grandchildren living. He was full 
possession of his faculties to the Jast, and was feeble but short 
time before his death.

There 18 at present a great dearth of news in our community, but the }j 
which I have to mention in the present letter is still of some importance pate 
deserves notice, for it almost exclusively refers to the elementary ed on 
children—a subject which at all times has commanded'your attention. 
Private initiative, in which the Jewish community of this city is 
deficient, has manifested itsclf to a slight degree within recent times, To this unae 
customed display of zeal we owe the foundation of a school for boys and girls : 
Kuru-Chechmé, a village situated on the Etrropean shore of the Bosphorus. where 
the Jews have become so numerous as to require an educational establishment for 
their children. The zeal and activity of M. Felix Bloch, the Inspector of the Alli. 
ance Schools in the Levant, contributed to a great extent in bringing about tho 
opening of the new school, It is impossible to praise too highly this able teacher 
who from day to day renders himself more and more worthy of the honourable 
mission with which the Alliance has entrusted him. | 
Of school fetes there is only one on which I have to report at present, On Sun- 
day last was held the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Alliance 
School at Ortakeui, one of the districts of Constantinople. There was a large and

THE JEWS RUSSIA. 
[REUTER'’S TELEGRAMS]. 


BERLIN, Sept. 17.. 
Intelligence received here from St. Petersburg states that serious disturb- 
anees were apprehended a few days ago in porte Op in the governinent of 
Jckaterinoslay, during the annual Uspenski fair, which is frequented by a large 
number of Jews. In consequence, however, of the prompt intervention of the 
local authorities, the rioters only succeeded in wrecking some taverns kept by 


Jews. 


The Sultan has appointed M, Lazar Poliakoff of Moscow to be Consul- 
General in that city for the Turkish Empire. , 

M. Samuel Poliakoff, of St. Petersburg, the Russian “ Railway King,” has 
made definite arrangements for carrying out the project, the contemplation of 
which we announced nearly a year ago, of erecting an asylum for aged Jews In 
the neighbourhood of the Jewish cemetery in St. Petersburg. MM. Poliakoff will 
expend 25,000 roubles on the construction of the asylum, which will) accommo- 
date 15 inmates. M. Poliakoff will set apart a further smn of 25,000 roubles 
towards the maintenance of the institution. 

The first number of the Narodnaja Volja, the new organ of the Revolu 
tionary Party, devotes its chief attention to the anti-Jewish riots. Among other 
things an account is given of the Ekaterinoslav excesses, which 1s completely at 
variance with the official version. The number of killed is stated to be at least 
150 or 200, According to the Narodnaja Volja the people at: Ekaterinoslay,: 
after order had been restored, intended to make an attack upon the police-station 


in order to compel the authorities to surrender the dead bodies of their relatives. 


The police, however, did not venture to give them up, fearing that the sight of 
the large number of victims might excite the people. The tone of the Naroduija 
shows that the revolutionary party is not foreign to these excesses but, on the 
contrary, confidently hopes for their frequent repetition in further 


ance of the 
alins of the party. 


PRINCE BISMARCK AND THE JEWS. 
Besides the political questions reeently discussed at Gastein between Princ 
Pismarck and M. Bratiano, the Berlin correspondent of the Pranee, the latter 
touehed on the Jewish question, saying that the times had changed sinee at the 
Berlin Congress the Powers, ana Crormany espechilly, had obliged Roumanin to 
Prinee Bistavarck cnereetically denicd having promoted the 
anti-Semitic movement, but dechiured that his opimions were still the sume as those 
he expressed in at the Dandtig asa simple deputy. MM. Bratiano reeretiod 
that he had no knowledge of the Prince's opinions at that time, and the Chaneciler 
explained to him that he objected to the Jews being admitted te the magistracy, 
where they would have to pronounce on the lives and fortunes of the subjects of 
the Ning of Prussia. The Ronmanian Minister who, ike all Retmmanians, is ereathy 
opposed to the Jews, congratulated the Prinee on his views on this subject, te 
which the German statesman rephed that there was a vast diiference between his 


views and those of the anti Semites in TWungary and Prussia, which tended to the 


expulsion and massacre of the Jews. The Roumanian Minister s:tid that Laue 
(rovernment Was powerless these popular explosiony, andit was to be feared 
that these anti-Semitic tendencies would lead to similar agitations all over Europe. 
To which Prince Bismarck rephed, “As far as Germany is eoncerncd, as Tone’ 2s 
Prussia preserves the headsh'p, and as long as the Wohenzolerns reign in Prassia, 
the Jews have not only not to fear any persecutions, but they will retain all the 
nehts which the Constitution has given them. T should have wished,” said he 
“that those rights had not been given to them, but now that they have them, no- 
body can take them away. Besides this, do not share the pessimisnn of your 
Excellency with regard to the Jews.” [tis said that M. Bratiano is not very well 
satisfied with the conferences.
